Schnabel referred them to 
KLRN-TV for jobs, but said 
they had no idea they were 
listed as Senate employes 
during 
the 
times 
they 
worked 
for 
the 
public 
television station. 
The fourth employe, Ann 
Caroline Leifeste of Houston,

refused to talk to reporters. 
“This is something that 
should not be publicized,’’ 
she said. “It’s before the 
grand jury.’’ 
Miss Leifeste and Anna 
Belle Krister II of Amarillo 
have been subpoenaed to 
appear Monday before the 
Travis County Grand Jury 
investigating Schnabel and 
irregularities in Senate 
payrolls dating back five 
years. 
Another one-time RLRN

Arlene Mead of 


Dallas, also is scheduled to 
talk to the grand jury

CLEVELAND (UPI) — An 
associate 
professor 
of 
chemistry at Case Western 
Reserve University says he 
has developed a complex 
blood test that appears to 
have an 88 per cent success 
rate in detecting cancer. 
However, Dr. Arnold E. 
Powell 
cautioned 
Wed­ 
nesday the test is far from 
being used routinely to look 
for cancer. 
“We would like to see 
more data,” said Powell, 
also an immunologist at 
University Hospitals. “The 
consequences of being wrong 
on this are so serious, 
especially if you are going to 
say this in public.” 
Powell’s research, in­ 
volving 104 patients aged 5 to 
80, followed up on earlier 
studies by Drs. Karl and 
Ingegerd Hellstrom of the 


University of Washington 
and William Halliday of 
Melbourne, Australia. 
“We now have extracts for 
the most common cancers 
and we are finding that the 
test produces a degree of 
accuracy approaching 90 per 
cent,” Powell said. “It may 
even be possible to diagnose 
the disease before the lump 
is detected.” 
The blood tests, lasting a 
full day and costing about 
$90, involve exposing a 
patient’s lymphocytes, or 
infection-fighting cells, to 
various cancer tumor ex­ 
tracts. lf the patient has a 
particular type of cancer 
and the extract for that type 
is exposed to the lym­ 
phocytes. the lymphocytes 
change and their tendency to 
stick to glass surfaces 
diminishes.

If a 
company was found engaged 
in false advertising, for 
instance, the agency would 
file a complaint in an at­ 
tempt to force the offender 
into a negotiated settlement 
which would result in a 
cease-and-desist order. 
But such orders usually 
apply only to the firm which 
was caught. 
The 1974 Magnuson-Moss 
FTC Improvement Law. 
however, 
gives 
the 
FTC 
power to seek civil penalties 
against any company which 
is 
doing 
something 
previously outlawed in any 
other cease-and-desist order 
— provided the offender has 
“actual knowledge” that the 
practices 
involved 
are 
illegal. 
To make sure companies 
know what’s already been 
put off limits, the FTC said it 
is sending letters to selected 
businesses in a pilot project 
telling them “in order to 
avert possible action...you 
should immediately insure 
that you are not engaged in 
any 
of 
the 
practices 
proscribed by the enclosed 
decisions.” 
The 
practices 
being 
singled 
out 
include 
misrepresenting 
potential 
earnings when advertising 
business 
opportunities; 
advertising merchandise 
which is not available or 
trying to lure the customer 
to a more costly item by 
advertising a cheap “come- 
on” ; false and misleading 
debt collection practices; 
and selling damaged mer­ 
chandise. 
They also include selling 
used or rebuilt merchandise 
as new; deceptive market­ 
ing of freezer rqeats; failure 
lo comply with the Truth in 
Lending Law; and deceptive 
demonstrations.

Tax Laws Explained 


Are you taking full ad­ 
vantage of elections under 
the tax law that may be to 
your benefit? 
The tax law provides that 
under 
certain 
cir­ 
cumstances, items of income 
may be deferred to a later 
year, or items of expense 
may be deducted in full in 
the current year, according 
to a Dallas area CPA who 
will be instructing a special 
tax course for Planoites on 
Tuesday and Thursday, Feb. 
3 and 5. 
For instance, if you sell 
property during the year at a 
gain and do not receive part 


of the sale proceeds until a 
later year, you may be 
eligible for the installment 
method of reporting the 
gain. 
The 
installment 
method of reporting the gain 
permits you to pay the tax on 
the gain as you receive each 
part of the sale proceeds, 
instead of paying the entire 
tax in the year of sale. 
Personal property must be 
sold at a price in excess of 
$1,000 to be eligible for the 
installment 
method 
of 
reporting gain, whereas a 
sale of real estate at any 
price may be eligible.

DEAR POLLY - My little girl got into my white 
fingernail polish and painted my pecan-finished 
bedroom dresser drawers. It had dried before I noticed 
the damage so I would like to know how to remove this 
without removing the finish.

DEAR DIANNA — One authority suggests removing 
nail polish from wood furniture as follows. If surface 
has been waxed, the polish may not have penetrated the 
finish.

science. 
I said, ‘‘How do you ac­ 
count for the rising belief in 
scientific theories?” 
Seersucker said he was 
especially disturbed by the 
continued publication of 
science columns in other­ 
wise reputable newspapers 
and magazines. 
He noted that the annual

P u b lish er m agazine lists 
m ore 
than

“This can only contribute 
to the growth of irrespon­ 
sible 
and 
u n realistic 
behavior,” he asserted. “ It 
leads to reliance on science 
to solve problems that in­ 
dividuals should be solving 
for themselves. 
“ Many people are being 
deluded into a false sense of 
security. They figure that no 
m atter how big a mess they 
make of things — the en­ 
vironment. for example — 
science will find a way to 
hail them out. 
“ I believe the tim e has 
come to challenge directly, 
and forcefully, the pretend 
tious claim s of 
scientific' 
infallibility.'' 
He added that there was ho 
astro lo g ical 
basis 
for 
science, which deals with the 
experim ental 
investigation 
and theoretical explanation 
of natural phenomena. 
“ I don't think astrologers 
can slop science but I think 
we have a responsibility to 
speak out every so often to 
rem ind 
the 
public 
that 
scientific theories are pure 
in su la tio n .” 
I asked Seersucker how 
science got started in the 
place 
“ It evolved from the early 
attem pts by prim ative man 
to 
understand 
the 
world 
about 
him . 
H aving 
no 
horoscope to guide him, he 
began 
inventing 
scientific 
theories 
to explain 
the 
m ysteries of the universe. 
“Some of the 
theories, 
such as 
the 
Theory 
of 
R elativity, 
a re 
ra th e r 
amusing and can provide a 
little harm less fun if you 
don’t 
tak e 
them 
too 
seriously. But the steady and 
ready 
av aila b ility 
of 
scientific theories can over 
many years have insidious 
influence on a 
p e rso n ’s 
personal judgm ent.” 
I said. “Well, a lot of 
people claim they have 
benefitted from science. 
How can you be certain it 
isn't the ultim ate answer to 
our problem s?”

Coach Tuck has only four seniors listed on his current 
Varsity roster, mixed with six sophomores and four juniors. 
His current lineup of starters is: Forwards, Larry

Coach Tuck feels one of the best things going for the 
kickers is enthusiasm to begin play and a feeling of team­ 
work. 
“Our enthusiasm and team work is good,” Coach Tuck 


said. “We help each other out and back each other up. It is a 
real pleasure working with these hoys.” 
Quickness is a Plano asset and aiso ball handling. 
“We have some very good ball handlers, passers, Coach 
Tuck said. “I was really surprised when I first saw how well 
some of the boys could handle the ball.” 
Coach Tuck attributes the ball handling expertise to die 
Plano Sports Authority soccer program which has been held 
for several years.

Schnabel 
is 
charged 
with

misconduct and theft of state 
funds. 
Tschatschula was one of 


four UT athletes employed in 
the Senate print shop last 
summer who received pay 
for time they did not work. 


His 
lawyer, 
William 
Crocker, said the check 
represented half of what 
Tschatschula received as a 
Senate employe for the 
month of August — the 
month he returned to school. 


“When a final accounting 
is completed...Terrance will 
stand ready to make any 
additional payment which 
may be required,” Crocker 
said in a letter to Schnabel. 
“And (he) will likewise 
expect a refund should the 
encVwed amount be finally 


determined to be in excess of 
the amount appropriately 
refundable.” 


State 
records 
show 
Tschatschula was paid $517 a 
month by the state for June, 
July and August as Senate 
print shop employe. Taking 
unearned pay is a violation 
of 
National 
Collegiate 
Athletic Association rules. 
Taking unearned pay from 
the state is illegal. 


UPI’s report on Dec. 17 of 
unearned pay given seven 
Texas athletes during the 
past three years prompted 
investigations by Texas and 
N C A A 
o f f i c i a l s . 
Investigators for District 


Attorney Robert Smith took 
sworn statements from some 
of the athletes in connection 
with their investigation of 
Schnabel. 


When UPI asked to see 
Tschatchula’s check Wed­ 
nesday, Schnabel pulled an 
envelope from his desk but 
telephoned the athlete’s 
attorney before agreeing to 
show the check or ac­ 
companying letter. 


Schnabel said Crocker had 
asked him not to tell anyone 
of the repayment. 
“I don’t have any com­ 
ment at all,” Schnabel said, 
when asked why the check 
had not been deposited to the 


state.
